"The  Germans  arr  full  of  resource," 
says  the  account,  and  It  Is  one  of 
their  favorite  plans  to  lure  the  ATTTeff ' 
troops  into  attacking  them  by  various 
ilcvlcea,  of  which  an  indtciatod  Inton- 
tlon  of  surrendering  is  the  most  com- 
mon. If  this  deception  Is  encce.ssfulj 
a  Bktlfully  concealed  machine  gun  turns 
a  murderous  firo  upon  thosu  who  havti 
advanced  cither  to  attack  or  to  accept 
surrender. 

Buae   That   Tailed 

"The  audacity  of  the  enemy  cannot 
better  be  lllustr^t<:d  than  by  state- 
meii't  of  what  took  place  last  night  lii 
a    trench    held    by    a    Ghurka    regiment. 

"A  figure  silhouetted  by  the  nioon- 
llgtit  and  wearing  the  complete  Ghurk;i, 
uniform,  approached  the  edge  of  thu 
trench  and  delivered  this  message: 

"  'Tho  Ghurkas  are  to  move  furthci* 
up  the  trench;  another  Ghurka  regi- 
ment Is  advancing  In   support.'

"This  ancstlon.  under  the  circum- 
stances, was  no  ea.sy  one  to  answer,  an,r 
the  German — for  such  he  was — turncil 
and  fled.  But  he  had  not  gone  flvo 
yards  before  he  fell,  riddled  with  bul- 
lets. 

Mticli  Kaudlcapped 

"If  the  officer  had  been  deceived,  tho 
trench,  of  course,  -would  have  swarmed 
with  Germans  almost  before  the  Ghur- 
Uua  had  made  room  for  them.  It  can 
<  readily  be  imagined  that  under  such 
conditions  the  Indian  troops  engage  llio 
enemy  In  circumstances  of  special  dif- 
ficulty.

taany    Bayonet    Fights 

LONUON.  Nov.  11.  — A  Pelrogiad  dis- 
patch to  The  Dally  Telegraph  says  that 
at  every  point  the  Uusaians'  lack  of  ar- 
tillery Is  i.-onipensated  by  the  number  of 
Infantry.  All  along  the  Russian  front, 
ba.vonet  tactics  have  been  as  common  as 
artillery  duels  on  the  German- French 
battle   line. 

"Having  reached  the  (.;erman  fron- 
tier." .says  the  diapateh,  "the  Russians 
luiM-  a  tremendous  task  before  them,  bu- 
i-ause  the  (.lerman.s,  on  their  own  terri- 
tory, will  light  in  accordance  with  their 
theories,  with  alisolutel.v  perfect  lines  of 
I'omniiinlcatlon,  on  which  the  armv  will 
ni'ive  automatically. 

"The  Imperfect  transportal  ion  condi- 
tions of  the  Riissiuns  will  Improve  on 
the  arrival  of  Winter,  which  in  Poland 
Is  a  month  hence.  This  wMl  harden  the 
roails.  Muring  this  moiith  of  waiting 
llUKsia  will  rush  forward  her  -fei?elrv«' 
force-  to  the  point  of  contact. 

.  Qermans  Abasdon  Poland 
"That  the  Germans  have  abandoned 
hope  of  coming  back  to  Poland  is  shown 
by  their  destruction  of  the  bridges  atid 
their,  liaving  even  plowed  up  the  main 
rondtt  on  their  retirement.  During  four 
days,  from  TItursday  to  Sunday,  on  the 
Thorn-Cracow  front,  the  Russians  kept 
HI'  a  hot  pursuit  of  the  retreating  Aiis- 
tro-Gtiiqnan  army,  which  hastily  flnng 
ptrong  rearguarils  on  to  the  crossings 
of  the  rivers  \A'arthe,  I'llIca  and  Nlda, 
with  the  object  of  checking  'he  itiisslan 
advance  and  aflConllng  the  main  body  an 
opportunity  to  pull  itself  together.  In 
general  the  artillery  played  the  chief 
part  In  tliese  rearguard  actions. 

"On  .Sunday  the  Russians,  keeping  up 
the  pursuit,  let  their  cavalry  attack  Iha 
Hanks  of  the  defeated  army  with  the 
oltject  of  completing  tht  enemy's  dis- 
organization. 

"CJeneral  von  Llebprt,  former  com- 
rnoiidant  of  Lodz,  who  wa,<(  taken  pris- 
oner, in  a  well  known  figure  in  fJorman 
public  lift!.  He  was  formerly  Governor 
of  German  Rast  Africa,  and  later  sat 
111  ilin  Reichstag.  An  an  Imperialist  he 
luiinded  the  Anti-Soclallst  Society,  and 
was  a  member  of  tlie  executive  com- 
initiei'  of  the  Pan-n"rni,^n  Federation, 
Oermany  Said,  to  Seek  Faace

He  was  told  to  travel  as 
an  American  citizen,  and  "In  conseciuenco

Last  year  Lody  Mer>'ed  on  boaril 
Emperor  NVIIliam's  racing  yacht  Meteor. 
The  prosecution  In  summing  up  said 
Lody  had  admitted  being  an  alien  enemy, 
posing  as  a  civilian — at  limes  as  an 
.American  —  meanwhile  communicating 
Important  Information  to  tlermany.

The  ri«»h  would  keep  the  reservoir 
waters  clear  of  deleterious  matter,  and 
serve  as  nn  evcr-ieady  system  of  sanl- 
iHtloii.  The  idea  .strongly  appoaleil  In 
Water  (.'ommlsslouer  Hu.wt  who  let  tho 
City    Comptroller    into     the    sncroi. 

The  prospeei  of  a  day's  sport,  at  the 
same  lime  thai  a  inasler  slriike  on  bo- 
half  of  the  ratepayers  of  Ihe  cliy  could 
he  delUered.  made  the  piospccl  of  the 
work  iif  transfer  of  the  flsli,  appear  n.

Between  1897  and  IflOO  the 
Society  expended  in  famine  timp  over  / 
seven  million  rotjbles,  nearly  $350,01)0 
for  reltof  work,  and  iiearly  as  much  for 
medit'al  aid.  .Such  was  the  KenoroBlty 
of  the  people  that  their  "capital  re- 
mained   untouched. 

The  rtiisslaii  Red  Cross,  It  is  IntPi'esl- 
Ins:  to  learn,  was  founded  hi*  two  wo- 
men, Madame  Sahlnlna  and  Baroness 
P'redoricks,  The  nurses  usually  bclonsr 
to  sisterhoods.  tVe  have  learned  lately 
of  the  famtius  Prlrice.ss  Shakovsk.v,  who 
founded  the  best  known  of  these  socie- 
ties. In  1S76..  she  and  four  slstei-s  of 
her  society  went  through  the  war  with 
.Servla.  In  the  Riissn-Turklsh  War 
there  Vfetd  1.18.  and  the  heroic  work  of 
the  Russian  Red  Cross  In  the.i\'ar  be- 
tween Itussla  and  .lapan  <'alled  forth 
the  praise  of  entsmles  as  well  as  friends. 

Never  before,  however,  has  the  lied 
Cross  of  HnsslB  been  i-onfronleil  with 
so  riifllcult  a  task  as  that  In  which  II  Is 
now  enjraRed.  To  follow  the  millions  of 
the  Czar's  armies  as  they  ensasre  the 
eneniv  In  their  own  country  or  carry  the 
war  Into  tlie  territory  Of  the  Kaiser  or 
Ihe  Austrian  Krnperor,  wtttlax  all  their 
resourcefulness  and  all  the  endurance 
even  of  these  hands  of  devoted  women. 
Hut  their  ranks  are  helnw  lllled  h.\-  pp- 
trlollc  woirien  of  all  ranks.  Amons 
these  Is  the  Grand  Duchess  OlKa  Alex- 
amlrovna,  Ihe  sisii*r  of  Czar  NIcIioi.ts. 
This  hlRli  horn  lad.\'  claims  for  herself 
no  prIvlleKPs.
